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HISTOKY TOPICS. 



This list of historical topics was prepared for the 
use of my classes, and is printed for my own con- 
venience. It is designed for what I call the topical 
method of instruction in history, but may perhaps be 
found useful in connection with other methods. 

The topical method consists in assigning to each 
student a topic for special preparation, apart from 
the general work required of all members of the 
class. The frequency with which the topics come 
must depend upon the size of the class ; and it is 
a matter to be considered specially in each case, 
whether the topics assigned successively to each per- 
son should be connected with one another or should 
aim at range and variety. The method requires for 
its successful working general preparation upou a 
test-book of moderate size, map-drawing, the prep- 
aration of synchronistic tables, etc. 

The first object of the topical method is to give 
prominence to the most important names and events 
of history, and concentrate the reading of the stu- 
dents upon certain selected ones of these. It is

impossible for any text-book to give more than an 
outline of events, and it is seldom that even this is 
presented in such a way as to emphasize what is most 
essential, and impress it strongly upon the memory. 
By the topical method the most important facts are 
selected for special preparation, and distributed 
among the members of the class, the time of the 
class being principally spent upon these. By this 
means these facte are impressed upon the mind with 
the emphasis that belongs to them. 

A second object is to encourage independent 
research. Each student, being expected to read 
everything within his reach upon the subject assigned 
to him, acquires a certain mastery of it, and is easily 
led to push his studies beyond mere reading. Now, 
to read a good many books upon a particular topic, 
and combine the information obtained from them in 
a brief oral statement, — which is all that the method 
absolutely requires, — is not original research, but it 
has many of the educational advantages of original 
research. And the real student need not stop here. 
He is tempted to go further, to consult the authorities 
cited by the books that he reads, to study statistics, 
treaties, military reports, old chronicles, etc., and 
thus to engage in what is really original research. 
How far this will be done depends upon the taste 
and ambition of individuals. 



PREPARATION OF TOPICS. 



The preparation of a topic should be a work of 
considerable time. In the first place, the student 
should make himself very familiar with it by copious 
reading of all good historians within his reach who 
treat the subject. In this way, he will see it from 
different sides, will get one point from one, another 
from another, and, what is of most importance, will 
see whether there are differences in the accounts that 
need to be reconciled or determined. Having done 
this, with his mind full of the subject, he should 
next prepare a syllabus or outline, as if he were 
going to write an essay upon it. Many will stop 
here ; but to get the most benefit from the work it 
will be desirable now to examine the subject with 
more thoroughness from the original authorities. It 
is surprising in how new a light an historical event 
appears when we go to the original authorities and 
compare their account with that of the most faithful 
and painstaking compiler. If there are controverted 
points, it is really a matter of necessity to consult 
the original record ; and, at any rate, there is no 
other way of entering into the spirit of a distant 
period. 

In the preparation of the topic for presentation to 
the class, the main point is to avoid unnecessary 
detail. No name or date should be given that can 
be omitted without loss to the connection of the 
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PRESENTATION OF TOPICS. 



whole. For this end the most thorough preparation 
is necessary : when a person half knows a thing, he 
always exaggerates the importance of its details ; 
when he really knows it, he sees clearly what is 
essential and what is not. The syllabus should be 
like a judicious table of contents, containing in a 
compendious form the whole substance of the topic 
as presented. And besides the syllabus, it will often 
be necessary to draw upon the board a map, a plan, 
or a genealogical table. 

With a syllabus, and if necessary a map, upon the 
board, it should be possible to state the substance 
of the topic in fifteen minutes, presenting in as clear 
and interesting a manner as possible, not what the 
person himself knows (which, if he has made proper 
preparation, will be a much larger amount), but 
what he expects others to learn from him. The 
benefit which the class at large will receive from the 
topic depends principally upon the skill with which 
this is done. If it be done in a confused manner, or 
with an excessive amount of detail, the result will 
be confusing to the class. And for the successful 
presentation of the topic, what is necessary is : 
first, to read and study the subject so thoroughly 
that it will be familiar in all its details ; and next, 
to prepare the syllabus with such care that it will 
present at a glance all that the class at large need

to know on the subject, and that arranged in the 
most effective and lucid manner. 

The work in the class should always be oral. If 
written, it is almost sure to strain after rhetorical 
effect, and to borrow, even unintentionally, the 
language of the books consulted. Oral statement 
strengthens the memory, exercises the powers of 
expression, and thus cultivates that most desirable 
faculty of "thinking upon one's legs." 

A course in general history should leave the student 
in possession of three things : First, an outline of 
chronology ; secondly, a knowledge of the great 
decisive events and names of history ; thirdly, some 
idea of the relation of contemporaneous events to 
one another at these great epochs, — as we may call 
them, historical distances, historical emphasis, and 
synchronisms. The method here presented, by its 
strictly chronological arrangement and its selection 
of special topics, is intended to accomplish the two 
first of these ends ; a synchronistic table, carefully 
drawn up by each member of the class, with strict 
adherence to chronological proportion, will accom- 
plish the third end, while assisting in the clear 
exposition of historical distances. 

Two sets of topics are here presented, — the first 
for general dynastic and territorial history, the second 
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DIVISION OF PERIODS. 



for the history of the United States. The course- of 
dynastic history is intended to occupy an entire year, 
and is for this purpose divided into thirty divisions, 
each of which may take up a week, while the rest of 
the school year may be devoted to reviews and ex- 
aminations. The system is, however, very elastic, 
and the work may be compressed or expanded ac- 
cording to the amount of time at the disposal of the 
class. My way is, after going over a period in 
chronological order, to review by countries, so as to 
take up the same set of topics from two different 
and independent points of view. The course in 
American history consists of fifty daily lessons ; 
but these again may be expanded or condensed at 
pleasure. 

The thirty divisions of dynastic history form sub- 
periods in a chronological sequence ; and my object 
has been to arrange them in such a way as to present 
a continuous current of events, in every case that 
group of events standing at the head, and giving its 
name, to the period which is of the most importance 
in the point of view of universal history, or which 
best preserves the continuity of the whole. This is 
very easy in antiquity, when one nation at a time 
occupied the principal place in human affairs ; and in 
some parts of the mediaeval and modern periods. At 
other periods it has been a matter of great perplexity,

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in which I cannot hope to have fully solved the 
difficult problem. I believe, however, that a strict 
adherence to the order of these thirty sub-periods, 
with especial attention to the topics that stand in 
closest relation to their several subjects, will give 
on the. whole a satisfactory thread to the complicated 
events of modern history. In American history the 
chronological order is not so strictly observed, at 
least during the colonial period. 

Under each division is given a number of topics, 
intended to embrace the most important names and 
events of the period in question. They are arranged 
in the order of importance, of sequence of time, or of 
nearness to the central event of the period ; so that, 
if it is not found possible to take them all up, it 
will generally be the case that those at the bottom 
of the list can be omitted with the least disadvan- 
tage. In the first course, there is a second list of 
less important topics, in finer type and separated by 
a line, which may sometimes be found serviceable. 
The topics are selected with a special eye to their 
suggestiveness, — the name of a great man, an im- 
portant battle, or a treaty, will serve as a centre 
about which to group a large number of events, and 
the work connected with them may be as minute or 
as superficial as the teacher thinks fit. In general, 
they belong exclusively to the chronological period
